Dear Members, 


I hope you were able to attend our first annual report to the 
community, held on the occasion of the opening of Modern 
Masters on October 19. This “homecoming” for an important 
part of our collection provided a wonderful opportunity to share 
our accomplishments of the past year and our plans for the year 
ahead. In case you missed it, I will provide a summary. 

Thanks to the extraordinary public response to Monet in 
Normandy, as well as the careful management of our budget, the 
museum finished its fiscal year at the end of June with an operat- 
ing surplus—a wonderful testament to the quality of the exhibi- 
tions in the past year and to our staff’s steadfast commitment to 
sustaining the museum’s service to the community. A great deal 
of credit is due to you, our members, for all that you have done to 
support this institution during one of the most significant 
periods in its history. Please accept my thanks for your loyalty 
and your generous support. 

I am pleased to mention a number of successes that are 
especially remarkable given the fact that we continue to operate 
under reduced circumstances. These included not only Monet in 
Normandy, but also the groundbreaking exhibition Barcelona and 
Modernity, which traveled to the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York after its run here and was the best attended show there 
in the past two years. We also acquired significant works for the 
collection, including the remarkable life-size granite sculpture 
from the south Indian Chola dynasty, Shiva as Brahma. Our 
education department forged a partnership with John Hay High 
School’s new school of design and architecture. Parade the Circle 
was again a rousing success despite the numerous construction 
projects along the route. Our newly renovated landmark build- 
ing by Marcel Breuer was rededicated to education and is now 
equipped to serve those needs for decades to come. 

The coming year will bring great exhibitions, exciting new 
acquisitions, engaging programs, and, most significantly, the 
June reopening of the second floor of our 1916 building, featuring 
17th- to 19th-century European and American art—a great event 
in itself and an impressive harbinger of things to come. 

Until then, please visit and enjoy Modern Masters and take 
advantage of a dazzling array of events produced by the CMA, 
both at the museum and around the city.

The Year Ahead 


Two exhibitions bracket a season that also sees the reopening 
of the first renovated galleries of the expansion project 


The 2008 exhibition year will begin with the last show to be 
presented in the temporary gallery space that has been used 
since the fall of 2005, and will conclude with the first exhibition 
in the brand-new special exhibition galleries of the east wing. 
In between, we will celebrate the reopening of the main floor of 
the original 1916 building, featuring works from 17th- to 19th- 
century Europe and America. 

Opening February 24 is Arms and Armor from Imperial Aus- 
tria. During the late Middle Ages, armor served the practical 
purpose of protecting the wearer during combat while also ex- 
pressing his social status. Armor and weapons were functional 
works of art, decorated with gilding, painting, heat coloration, 
etching, and inlay, and displaying a variety of designs and mo- 
tifs. These designs, recognized for their artistic value, 
established arms and armor as an important branch of 
European decorative arts. There were no more illustrious pa- 
trons of this era than the Hapsburgs, the ruling family of the 
Holy Roman Empire during the 16th century, which included 
the southern Austrian region of Styria. This exhibition gathers 
nearly 300 outstanding examples of the armorer’s craft from 
the Styrian arsenal, the Landeszeughaus in Graz, founded to 
protect the region from Turkish expansion. Many of these 
objects have never been seen outside Austria. The armor and 
weapons are exhibited in the broader context of paintings, 
graphics, and decorative arts of the period. 

Barely a month after that show closes, the museum opens its 
own Armor Court along with the rest of the upper level of the 
original museum building—a milestone event that will take 
the place of our traditional summer exhibition. Indeed, as has 
been frequently observed during the world tour of CMA 
collections, the museum’s own permanent collection consti- 
tutes a more spectacular display than one is likely to encounter 
on the traveling exhibition circuit. This will be a joyous event 
for all of us.

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In the fall, another happy event is the inauguration of our 
brand-new special exhibition galleries with Artistic Luxury: 
Fabergé, Tiffany, Lalique, organized by our own Curator of 
Decorative Art and Design Stephen Harrison. This exhibition 
is the first comparative study of the work of the three greatest 
designers of jewelry and luxury goods at the turn of the 20th 
century: Peter Carl Fabergé, Louis Comfort Tiffany, and René 
Lalique. Their rivalry was displayed at the 1900 World’s Fair in 
Paris, where the work of each was prominently featured. The 
most elaborate of their designs for the fair will be reunited for 
the first time in a gallery recreating the ambiance of the opu- 
lent Paris exhibition. Looking critically at the development, 
design, and marketing of each, Artistic Luxury will explore how 
these designers responded to the demand for luxury goods 
among the world’s Gilded Age consumers in the years leading 
up to the First World War. Each was known for his own charac- 
teristic style and achievement as well as geographical sphere of 
influence, which will be highlighted in this exhibition through 
separate galleries devoted to each jeweler. In the end, each of 
the artists was linked by a common purpose: to provide the 
most luxurious and artistic creations to his clientele. 

With these three major milestones—the last exhibition in 
the temporary exhibition space, the reopening of the beloved 
1916 building, and the debut of the special exhibition 
galleries in the new east wing—2008 is shaping up to be a 
memorable year.

Medieval Art ~The Caporali Missal 
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Late last year the museum acquired an illuminated manuscript 
of exceptional importance. The Caporali Missal joins the distin- 
guished company of such world-class codices in the collection 
as the Hours of Queen Isabella the Catholic and the Hausbuch 
Evangelary. We are fortunate in knowing precise details of the 
manuscript’s creation. According to the colophon (an inscrip- 
tion) on folio 400, this illuminated missal was executed for the 
Franciscan friary of San Francesco di Montone near Perugia in 
Italy’s Umbria region. The friary’s buildings still stand in the 
hillside town of Montone, and the present volume, a liturgical 
service book for the Mass, very likely was intended for use on 
the church’s high altar. 

The colophon provides the name of the German scribe, 
Henricus Haring, and the precise date of completion, October 
4, 1469. Also identified are the names of the friary’s guardian,

Presbiter Frater Stephanus Cambi, and the two procurators who 
commissioned the missal: Franciscus Ser Johannis de Ciurellis 
and Petrus Paulus de Miraculis. These individuals are represented 
within the borders of the Canon illustration on folio 185v. Such 
internal evidence concerning the date, place, commission, and 
scribe of a manuscript is exceptionally rare. The Caporali Missal 
takes its name from the two brothers who supplied its exquisite 
illuminations—Bartolommeo (c. 1420-1502) and Jacopo (died 
1478) Caporali. 

A missal is the service book for the altar containing the texts to 
be recited or sung by the priest and necessary for performance of 
the Mass. Its contents included the prayers, invocations, readings, 
biblical passages, chants, and ceremonial instructions required for 
the Mass, and thus every priest needed one. Of course, not every 
church throughout Europe could afford to own a magnificently 
decorated missal. Because lavish decoration represented a major 
expense, many were quite plain. Exquisite illuminated examples 
from the Middle Ages or Renaissance, many of which survive 
today in libraries and museums, were often produced for wealthy 
monastic foundations, large cathedral churches, and, in some in- 
stances, private chapels where their production costs were borne 
by a wealthy benefactor. 

Of primary interest in the Caporali Missal are the extensive 
illuminations, including a luxuriously decorated opening page 
(ordo missalis) on folio 9 that consists of elaborate borders with 
naturalistically rendered animals, putti, and roundels showing 
Saint Francis displaying his stigmata and King David in prayer. 
Folios 185v—186 reveal the volume’s masterpiece, a two-page 
deluxe opening to the Canon of the Mass with a Calvary scene 
(verso) and an elaborate Te igitur (recto). The latter is composed of 
a large decorated initial T with highly involved foliate decoration 
and putti and birds, surely one of the most spectacular decorated 
letters within a Renaissance missal. The Calvary is a magnificent 
rendering of the traditional scene used to illustrate the Canon 
of the Mass: a Crucified Christ flanked by the Virgin and Saint 
John with two angels. Saint Francis kneels at the foot of the cross 
(signifying the Franciscan usage of the volume). The artists made 
elaborate use of burnished gold throughout. Scattered through the 
volume are 31 small historiated initials with various scenes such as 
the Annunciation, Nativity, Pentecost, and Saints Peter and Paul. 
Marginal floral extensions and filigree fillings within some letters 
further embellish each of the small initials. 

The most excellent part of the illumination clearly falls to 
Bartolommeo Caporali, an important documented panel and fres- 
co painter and miniaturist. His hand may be perceived first and 
foremost in the monumental full-page miniature of the Crucifix- 
ion. The central element of the Crucified Christ, including Saint 
Francis kneeling at the foot of the cross, is a masterpiece of rare 
quality. The corpus of Christ with its imposing musculature, care- 
fully modeled in subtle shades of ochre, yellow, and brown, attests 
to the artist’s intensive anatomical study and highly developed 
sense of naturalism. Christ’s head rests upon his chest to the right, 
capturing the moment of death (Christo Morto), and his face mir- 
rors exhaustion. He wears an almost translucent loincloth (peri- 
zonium), beautifully draped in fine folds that suggest a soft tactile 
character. This magnificent painting introduces the most solemn

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part of the Mass in which the bread and wine are consecrated. 
Bartolommeo’s Crucifixion is nothing short of a panel painting 
reduced to the scale of the vellum page. He was likely assisted 
by his brother, Jacopo, a Perugian miniaturist, who completed 
the extraordinary letter T[e igitur clementissime pater] on the 
facing page and the remaining illuminations. 

In addition to enhancing the museum’s distinguished man- 
uscript collection, the Caporali Missal provides an example of 
Umbrian painting. The art of 15th-century Umbria was deeply 
influenced by Florentine art. The museum’s 15th-century Ital- 
ian panels are rich in Tuscan examples (especially Florentine 
and Sienese) but less well representative of Umbrian art, either 
in panel or manuscript. The newly acquired manuscript offers 
a welcome example of this important school of painting. 

Most of the extant works attributed to Bartolommeo 
Caporali, either on stylistic grounds or on the basis of surviv- 
ing archival documents, are large panel paintings—mainly 
altarpieces dating from 1475 onward. His repeated involvement 
with the Franciscans of Montone is evidenced by the gonfalone 
of the Madonna delle Misericordia (1482), as well as a fresco 
depicting Saint Anthony (signed and dated 1491) that remains 
in the convent. His activity as a miniaturist, less clearly defined, 
is linked mainly to the works of his brother, who was a member 
of the corporation of miniaturists in Perugia. A list of illumina- 
tions attributable to Bartolommeo currently comprises (with 
the exception of his work in the present missal) three extant 
miniatures. 

Bartolommeo seems to have worked almost exclusively in 
his native city of Perugia from 1442 until his death, where 
he repeatedly held prestigious offices such as treasurer of the 
painters guild (1457-58), civic prior (1462), and chamberlain to 
the guild of miniaturists (1478 onward). His style was greatly 
influenced by Fra Angelico (c. 1395-1455) and by younger art- 
ists such as Andrea del Verrocchio (1435-1488) and Benozzo 
Gozzoli (c. 1420-1497). Bartolommeo’s stylistic indebtedness 
to Florentine art is particularly evident in the works of his early 
and middle career. During his later years, the influence of the 
Florentine school was modified through contacts with some- 
what younger Umbrian artists, including Perugino (1446-1524) 
and Pinturicchio (c. 1454-1513). So far as we know, his impor- 
tant Crucifixion miniature in the newly acquired missal is the 
earliest surviving example of his work on vellum. m=

Last Chance to Use Your IRA to Make

If you are still considering tax- 
effective strategies for your 2007 
IRA distributions, there’s good 
news.
